Provides For Special Court of Five 


Federal Judges tc Have Jurisdiction j 


Over M atters Growing Out of Order* j 


of Interstate Commission— Permit* ; 


Pooling. 


W ashington. Jan. 
l l . —Rcfpresenta- 
tive/Townsend introduced in the house 
the bill embodying the recommenda­ 
tions outlined in the spotlit© m essage of 
President Taft for amendments to the 
interstate commerce law’. It provides, 
among other things, for a special court 
composed of five federal circuit judge* 
to have exclusive original Juriadaetion 
over m atters growing out of orders 
of the interstate commerce commis 
sion. 
* 
This court is to be composed of five 
circuit judges, who shall serve by as­ 
signm ent of the chief justice for a 
term of five years, but no two of the | 
Judges’ term s will expire at the same 
time, and thus under all circum stances 
four of the judges will have had sev­ 
eral years’ experience with these tech­ 
nical questions. 
W hen an order of'the com m ission Is 
contested In the commerce court the 
petition of the carrier taking the mat­ 
ter into the court will not stay the 
operation of the order, nor can It be 
enjoined except by the court or by 
some member of it. and then only upon I 
notice and 
hearing, except In cases , 
where 
irreparable 
injury would be 
caused by such notice and hearing, in 
which case the court or Judge grant-1 
Ing the injunction moust make a find-1 
ing from facts to the effect that irre-J 
parable Injury would result. 
Provision is made for the prosecu­ 
tion and defense of all m atters taken 
into the commerce court by the de­ 
partment of Justice, and for this pur­ 
pose it is proposed to apixiint an as­ 
sistant to the attorney general, who 
shall have special charge of all such 
rases. 
As recommended by the president, 
agreem ents between carriers will he 
permitted, provided 
they are made 
public and filed with the com m ission 
and subject to the same rules and reg­ 
ulations as to justness and reasonable­ 
ness as are rates and other recognized 
regulations. 
Farriers must

correctly In 
writing upon the written request of a 
shipper any rate between tin* place of

shipment

with which the initial carrier has any 
traffic arrangements, as evidenced by 
joint published tariffs.

Mr. Stober was re-elected to the sen­ 
ate. During both terms he served on 
most lmi»ortHnt committees. He was 
prominent in secret society affairs, 
having been a Mason since 187(5. 
He 
was a past grand Odd Fellow for more 
than thirty years, served as depart­ 
ment grand chancellor for Lancaster 
county in the Knights of Pythias and 
as district 
president for 
Lancaster 
county of the Patriotic Order of Sons 
of America.
